City outage leaves School St. businesses sans power

When the power went out in west 
Ukiah Wednesday morning, a number of 
businesses on School Street were left in 
the dark. Along both sides of the street, 
business doors were locked, and signs in 
many windows identified the reason. 

“Closed due to power outage.” 

A power-surge knocked out the elec- 
tricity to a large portion of west Ukiah 
around 9:25 a.m. Wednesday. 

A recording at the city of Ukiah utili- 
ties department stated power was out on 
the west side of the city from North Bush 
Street to Luce Avenue and along Gobbi 
Street. Power was restored to much of the 
area by 10 a.m. but others remained with- 
out electricity. 

Among those still doing business was 
Mike Rogers, owner of Triple S Cameras. 

“We're doing it the old way,” he said, 
“writing hand receipts, making change 
from the drawer.” 

Without power, Rogers said he is 
unable to process film, run his computers 
or even write checks. He said he had had 
fewer customers than normal for a 
Wednesday but that it hadn’t been a big 
problem. “Most people have been under- 
standing,” Rogers said. 

Farther north on School Street, Ellen 
Grossman, co-owner of Three Sisters, 
was also having problems. 

“We’ve been closed until now,” she 
said at around 1:30 p.m. Wednesday. 

Grossman said she had been unable to 
place orders for stock or process credit- 
card or debt card purchases. “I’m doing 
cash-only or checks,” she said. 

Others weren’t having nearly as many 
problems. Poma TV employee Don Allen 
said their power was only off for a few 
minutes. 

Ruthanne Volz, owner of the new 
clothing store Rubenesque, was not open 
Wednesday afternoon, but said she was in 
her shop because she was waiting for 
someone to deliver a package. 

“Pm not in here doing business 
because I can’t run anything,” she said, 
indicating the computer and cash register, 
both dark without power. “I haven’t been 
open long enough to worry about losing 
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too much traffic to the outage,” Volz said. City workers test underground cables on the corner of School and West Perkins 
Power was back on for much of School Streets in an effort to pinpoint the cause of a power outage that left many downtown 
businesses without electricity Wednesday.

City employees had electric vaults 
open on School Street near the intersec- 
tion with Perkins Street Wednesday 
morning trying to isolate a bad circuit.

closure 
protested

According to some youth sports 
representatives, the impending 
three-month shutdown of the Ukiah 
High School pool will not save the 
Ukiah Unified School District 
money and will prevent several pro- 
grams from operating. 

On April 17, the board approved 
the closure of the pool for the 
months of November through 
January, ostensibly to reduce utility 
costs $80,000. 

“Tt doesn’t cost $80,000 to heat 
the whole school for two years,” 
said Rick Cleland, UHS water polo 
coach, during the UUSD board 
meeting Tuesday. “I don’t know 
where that figure came from. 
Heating the pool for those months 
costs less than $4,300.” 

In the letter dated April 23, 
Cleland sent to then-superintendent 
Ray Chadwick, Cleland stated the 
proposed savings would not materi- 
alize. 

“If the pool heater is shut down 
as proposed, the water will go down 
to about 50 degrees,” he said. 
“According to physics teacher Sid 
Bishop, the energy needed to heat 
the pool water from 50 degrees to 80 
degrees would be approximately

Board hears 
of gardens 
at schools

For 11 of the Ukiah Unified 
School District’s 12 schools, simply 
telling children they should eat 
healthy and leaving it at that wasn’t 
enough. 

As a result, gardens began pop- 
ping up at each school, allowing 
both students and teachers to partic- 
ipate in each step that goes into 
making a wholesome meal. 

A presentation on the program 
was given by Terry Nieves, garden 
enhanced nutrition education coor- 
dinator, at Tuesday’s Ukiah Unified 
School District school board meet- 
ing. “Our goal is to increase fruit 
and vegetable consumption,” she 
said as she showed slides of students 
using the vegetables they had grown 
in a salsa making competition. 

Along with Nieves, several stu- 
dents from participating schools 
turned out for the presentation, 
including Eagle Peak student Tyler 
Shepard, who said the lessons he 
learned from gardening at school 
carry outside the classroom. 

“I love gardening,” he said. “I 
like to watch it grow and I do it at 
home.” 

In other business the board: 

-- approved the resolution pre- 
sented by Lynn Zimmerman, direc- 
tor of curriculum and instruction,

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Gunman opens fire at 
Cleveland high school, killing 
himself and injuring five 


CLEVELAND (AP) — A 14-year-old sus- 
pended student opened fire in a downtown high 
school Wednesday before killing himself, and 
five people were taken to hospitals, authorities 
said. After the shooting, shaken teens called 
their parents on cell phones, most to reassure 
but in at least one case with terrifying news: 
“Mom, I got shot.” 

Mayor Frank Jackson said three teens and 
two adults were hurt. He said the children were 
in “stable, good condition,” and the adults were 
in “a little elevated condition.” 

The shooter was enrolled at the SuccessTech 
Academy alternative school but had been sus- 
pended Monday for fighting, said Charles 
Blackwell, president of SuccessTech’s student- 
parent organization. 

Blackwell said the shooter entered the high 
school, a converted five-story office building, 
and gradually worked his way up through the 
first two floors of administrative offices to the 
third floor of classrooms. 

“Nobody knows how he got in,” he said. 


Setting up showdown, 
House Democrats push 
their surveillance bill 


WASHINGTON (AP) — House Democrats 
pushed their government eavesdropping bill 
through two committees Tuesday with only 
minor changes, setting the stage for a con- 
frontation with the Bush administration. 

President Bush said Wednesday that he will 
not sign the bill if it does not give retroactive 
immunity to U.S. telecommunications compa- 
nies that helped conduct electronic surveil- 
lance without court orders. 

Bush said the bill, which envisions a greater 
role for a secret court in overseeing U.S. sur- 
veillance of overseas communications, would 
“take us backward” in efforts to thwart terror- 
ism. 

The measure advanced by the House 
Judiciary and Intelligence committees left out 
the immunity provision Bush wants. 
Democrats also voted down Republican 
attempts to tailor the legislation more to the 
administration’s liking. 


Iran’s ex-nuke negotiator 
lambastes Ahmadinejad’s 
international dealings 


TEHRAN, Iran (AP) — Iran’s former chief 
nuclear negotiator delivered an unusually 
sharp rebuke to President Mahmoud 
Ahmadinejad’s policies Wednesday, saying 
they are turning more nations against Iran and 
failing to fix the struggling economy. 

The comments by Hasan Rowhani were the 
harshest yet against the hard-line president by 
a prominent figure in the Iranian leadership, 


and came after critics had grown muted in 
recent months as the government stirred up 
fears of conflict with the U.S. and warned 
against dissent. 

The criticism echoed complaints early this 
year from conservative supporters of 
Ahmadinejad that his inflammatory rhetoric 
was needlessly goading the West in the con- 
frontation over Iran’s nuclear program and that 
he hadn’t fulfilled promises to improve the 
economy. 

Rowhani was replaced as nuclear negotiator 
when Ahmadinejad came to office in 2005, but 
he remains a member of the Supreme National 
Security Council and sits on two powerful cler- 
ic-run bodies, the Experts Assembly and the 
Expediency Council. 

Speaking to the pro-reform Moderation and 
Development Party, he did not directly men- 
tion Ahmadinejad, but was clearly referring to 
his policies. His comments were reported by 
the semiofficial ISNA and Mehr news agencies 
and confirmed to The Associated Press by peo- 
ple who heard the speech. 


Supreme Court weighs Bush, 
international court roles 
in Texas death penalty case 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Supreme Court 
Justice Stephen Breyer, with a bit of dramatic 
flair in the packed courtroom Wednesday, 
whipped out his pocket-size Constitution and 
began reading to the lawyer from Texas the 
pertinent section on international treaties. 

Treaties “shall be the supreme law of the 
land, and the judges in every state,” Breyer 
said, pausing briefly, “I guess it means, includ- 
ing Texas, ‘shall be bound thereby.’ “ 

His little joke aside, Breyer was probing a 
question at the heart of a complicated dispute 
over the role of international law and claims of 
executive power in the case of a Mexican on 
death row for rape and murder. 

Why does Texas insist that it need not abide 
by the judgment of an international court, 
which by treaty the United States has agreed to 
follow, that ruled that Jose Ernesto Medellin 
must have a new hearing? 

Despite his support for the death penalty, 
President Bush has intervened in the case on 
behalf of Medellin. 

Texas Solicitor General R. Ted Cruz told 
Breyer and his colleagues that the internation- 
al court ruling has no weight in Texas and that 
Bush has no power to order its enforcement. 

The justices engaged in a spirited discussion 
of who gets the final say in whether Texas 
courts must give Medellin a new hearing 
because local police never notified Mexican 
diplomats that he had been arrested, in viola- 
tion of an international treaty. 


Giuliani, Romney focus 

criticism on each other, trying 

to make it a two-man race 
ROYAL OAK, Mich. (AP) — Rudy 


Giuliani and Mitt Romney squared off over 
war, taxes and spending Wednesday, focusing 
on each other as they sought to turn the quest 
for the GOP presidential nomination into a 
two-man contest. 

The former New York mayor held no public 
events a day after squabbling with the former 
Massachusetts governor over economic issues 
during a debate in Michigan. Instead, Giuliani 
dispatched aides and surrogates to accuse 
Romney of having a “Lawyers Test” for going 
to war. 

Romney retorted that it was Giuliani who 
had been the lawsuit king as mayor. 

A night earlier, Romney said in answering a 
question on whether he would go to Congress 
to get authorization to take military action 
against Iran’s nuclear facilities: “You sit down 
with your attorneys and tell you what you have 
to do, but obviously the president of the United 
States has to do what’s in the best interest of 
the United States to protect us against a poten- 
tial threat.” 

On Wednesday, Giuliani’s campaign derided 
that response in a statement from Robert 
Natter, a retired Navy admiral who is a senior 
military adviser to the candidate. 


Study finds that humans 
are to blame for increase in 
humidity around the world 


WASHINGTON (AP) — With global 
warming, the world isn’t just getting hotter — 
it’s getting stickier, due to humidity. And peo- 
ple are to blame, according to a study based on 
computer models published Thursday. 

The amount of moisture in the air near 
Earth’s surface rose 2.2 percent in less than 
three decades, the researchers report in a study 
appearing in the journal Nature. 

“This humidity change is an important con- 
tribution to heat stress in humans as a result of 
global warming,” said Nathan Gillett of the 
University of East Anglia in the United 
Kingdom, a co-author of the study. 

Gillett studied changes in specific humidity, 
which is a measurement of total moisture in the 
air, between 1973-2002. Higher humidity can 
be dangerous to people because it makes the 
body less efficient at cooling itself, said 
University of Miami health and climate 
researcher Laurence Kalkstein. He was not 
connected with the research. 

Humidity increased over most of the globe, 
including the eastern United States, said study 
co-author Katharine Willett, a climate 
researcher at Yale University. However, a few 
regions, including the U.S. West, South Africa 
and parts of Australia were drier. 


Bobby Brown recovering 
from mild heart attack in LA, 
thanks fans for good wishes 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — Bobby Brown 
spent a night in the hospital after suffering a 
mild heart attack, his attorney said Wednesday. 

Brown had severe chest pains Tuesday night 
and was taken to two hospitals. He was admit- 
ted to Tarzana Regional Medical Center in the 
San Fernando Valley. 

“This morning they did diagnose him as suf- 
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fering from a mild heart attack ... they attrib- 
uted (it) to stress and diet,” said his attorney, 
Phaedra Parks, in Atlanta. 

His father and brother stayed with Brown 
and he was released Wednesday morning in 
good condition, Parks said. 

“He is in great spirits, he’s doing very well,” 
she said. “He’s speaking with family mem- 
bers.” 


Chrysler and UAW settle on 
tentative contract agreement 
after a brief strike 


DETROIT (AP) — The United Auto 
Workers union said Wednesday it agreed on a 
tentative four-year contract with Chrysler after 
a strike that sent thousands of workers to the 
picket lines for almost six hours. 

Details of the agreement weren’t immedi- 
ately available. UAW President Ron 
Gettelfinger said the strike would end immedi- 
ately and workers should report for their next 
available shift. 

“This agreement was made possible because 
UAW workers made it clear to Chrysler LLC 
that we needed an agreement that rewards the 
contributions they have made to the success of 
this company,” Gettelfinger said in a statement. 

UAW members at 19 of 24 U.S. Chrysler 
factories and several other facilities left their 
jobs for the picket lines at 11 a.m. Wednesday. 

Among the major issues in the Chrysler 
talks were funding for a union-run trust that 
would handle future retiree health care bills; 
contracting out parts-trucking jobs; promises 
that future products will be built at U.S. facto- 
ries; and parity with health care concessions 
that were given to Ford Motor Co. and General 
Motors Corp. two years ago. 


State Dept. may phase out 
Blackwater, other private 
security contractors in Iraq 


WASHINGTON (AP) The State 
Department may phase out or limit the use of 
private security guards in Iraq, which could 
mean canceling Blackwater USA’s contract or 
awarding it to another company in line with an 
Iraqi government demand, The Associated 
Press has learned. 

Such steps would be difficult given U.S. 
reliance on Blackwater and other contractors, 
but they are among options being studied dur- 
ing a comprehensive review of security in Iraq, 
two senior officials said. 

The review was ordered after a Sept. 16 
incident in which Blackwater guards protect- 
ing a U.S. Embassy convoy in Baghdad are 
accused of killing 17 Iraqi civilians. 

The shooting has enraged the Iraqi govern- 
ment, which is demanding millions in compen- 
sation for the victims and removal of 
Blackwater in six months. It also has focused 
attention on the nebulous rules governing pri- 
vate guards and added to the Bush administra- 
tion’s problems in managing the war in Iraq. 

And it prompted Secretary of State 
Condoleezza Rice to order the top-to-bottom 
review from a commission headed by Patrick 
Kennedy, one of the State Department’s most 
experienced management officials.

Mysteries of Migration 


Biologist Ron LeValley to present slideshow

Bird migration has mystified 


humans since we acquired a sense of 
wonder. Birds disappeared in the fall 
and arrived in the spring, and no one 


had any idea where they had been in 
the meantime. 
Ancient people would have been 


astonished to know that the beautiful 
flyers that came and went twice a year 


were more familiar with distant and 
exotic lands than they were. 
As humans began traveling long 


distances across the world by ship and 


by air we gained knowledge of the 


destinations of migrant birds, and over 


the last several decades we have 


learned that birds navigate by the sun, 
the stars, magnetic fields, and smells. 
But no one has ever known exactly 


what happens during migration: Do 
the birds stop to eat or drink? If they 


eat, what do they eat? Do they sleep? 
Do they fly a straight course or mean- 
der? How high do they fly? The mys- 
tery has always been compounded by 
the fact that many birds migrate exclu- 


sively at night. 

Well, exciting new developments 
are on the wing. With the use of tiny 
transmitters and satellites scientists 
can now sit in front of computer 


screens and watch migrating birds all 


around the world as they eat, sleep, 


and veer off course to feed on islands 


in the middle of the ocean. Ron 
LeValley, an eminent biologist, 
ornithologist, and photographer, will 


deliver a slideshow lecture on this fas- 
cinating subject on Thursday, Oct. 18, 


at the Ukiah Civic Center at 7 p.m. 


LeValley’s talk will focus on 
seabirds that migrate extraordinarily 
long distances and the challenges fac- 
ing small-population migrants. This 
Peregrine Audubon Society event is 
free to the public but donations will be 
gratefully accepted. 

It is a common and comfortable 
myth that migrating juvenile birds are 
led to their wintering grounds by their 
parents. In fact it is only among geese, 
cranes, and some other fresh-water 
waterfowl that such parental shepherd- 
ing occurs. 

One of the birds that LeValley will 
talk about is the Bristle-thighed 
Curlew, a long-legged shorebird that 
nests in a small area of western Alaska 
called Beringia. 

The adult females of the species 
desert their chicks as soon as the 
chicks can fly, at four weeks old, and 
fly to a food rich area in the Yukon 
where they fatten up for their upcom- 
ing migration. 

The males soon take off as well, 
leaving the chicks to frantically feed 
and practice flying on their own. In 
late August and early September the 
adults begin their migration, the end- 
point of which is sometimes 5,000 
miles away on remote islands in the 
South Pacific. They make the flight 
non-stop, as they lack waterproof 
plumage and therefore cannot rest on 
the water. 

The juveniles leave a few weeks 
later and fly the same distance without 
adults to guide them, relying on genet- 
ically programmed cues. No one 
knows exactly how either the adults or 
juveniles find their tiny island destina- 
tions in the vast Pacific, but most 
arrive safely. 


Another bird we will learn about is 
the Laysan Albatross, a seabird that 
nests on the northwest Hawaiian 
islands and flies several thousand 
miles to the coasts of California and 
Alaska to collect oil-rich squid and 
other fish for its chicks. LeValley will 
also bring us up to date on avian 
migration records. 

The Arctic Tern, which migrates 
22,000 miles round trip from the 
Arctic Circle to Antarctica, may now 
be challenged for its title as the 
longest-distance migrant in the world. 

Ron LeValley is founder and senior 
biologist of Mad River Biologists in 
McKinleyville. He is the California 
coordinator for the Pacific Coast Joint 
Venture, a public/private partnership 
funded by the North American 
Wetlands Conservation Act to promote 
conservation. 

LeValley lectures all over the west- 
ern United States at Audubon meet- 
ings, bird festivals, and ornithological 
conferences, where he is frequently 
the keynote speaker. He is also a 
founding member of the Mendocino 
Coast Photographer Guild and Galley 
in Fort Bragg, where he displays his 
nature and wildlife photographs. His 
passion for the natural world is rivaled 
only by his desire to share that pas- 
sion.

Can they end 


the culture wars? 


You know the religious right is in trouble when 
some of its leaders threaten to bolt the Republican 
Party if it nominates a candidate who supports abor- 
tion rights. 

But the well-publicized warning directed against 
Rudy Giuliani earlier this month is decidedly not the 
most important sign that religious conservatives are 
facing the disintegration of their movement. 

What matters more is that a new generation of 
evangelical leaders, tired of the rancid partisanship, is 
breaking away from the culture wars. The reach of this 
new evangelical politics will be tested this week with 
the release on Wednesday of a statement under the 
very biblical title, “Come Let Us Reason Together.” 
The question for the future is how many in the evan- 
gelical ranks will embrace this call? 

Organized by Third Way, a group that is close to 
many leading moderate Democrats, the statement calls 
for “first steps toward bridging the cultural divide 
between progressives and evangelicals.” 

Third Way’s effort is not happy boilerplate about 
how religious Americans and liberals share a concern 
for helping the poor, protecting the environment and 
reaching out to the victims of AIDS -- although these 
areas of agreement are important and too often over- 
looked. 

Rather, the statement, co-authored by Robert P. 
Jones, a progressive religious scholar, and Rachel 
Laser, director of The Third Way Culture Project, 
takes a step toward religious conservatives by 
acknowledging the legitimacy of many of their moral 
concerns. 

For example, while not backing away from Third 
Way’s support for stem cell research, the statement 
urges a series of restrictions to prevent the sale or 
manipulation of human embryos and reproductive 
cloning. 

The statement identifies other areas, including 
abortion, gay rights and strengthening families, where 
progressives and religious conservatives might contin- 
ue to disagree but still make progress. 

One passage nicely summarizes the possibilities of 
a less polarized, post-Bush future: “The differences in 
how evangelicals and progressives see government’s 
role in affecting social change -- one of changing 
hearts, the other building institutions -- need not be in 
conflict.” Social improvement requires both. 

Now declarations and manifestoes come and go in 
our nation’s capital with the speed of the news cycle. 
What matters is whether they can catalyze action. 

Laser, who sets herself only a modest goal -- “We 
want to end the culture wars,” she says firmly, but 
with a smile -- knows this, which is why she worked 
to win support for the statement from evangelicals 
who can fairly be regarded as conservative. 

One of the most interesting is the Rev. Joel Hunter, 
senior pastor of Northland Church in Longwood, Fla. 
In 2006, Hunter was slated to become the head of the 
Christian Coalition. He wanted to broaden the group’s 
agenda to include questions such as the environment 
and poverty. That turned out to be a deal-breaker. 

““These are fine issues, but they’re not our issues,” 
Hunter recalls being told. He says this without bitter- 
ness, and insisted in an interview that liberals and con- 
servative evangelicals could work together where they 
agree without compromising their core principles. 

“We don’t all have to fit in a label,” he says. “God 
does not see the world in terms of liberals or conserv- 
atives.” 

A fine sentiment, but how can progressives and 
conservative evangelicals work together on issues 
such as abortion and gay rights? Here, Hunter gets 
very specific. 

“I am pro-life, and since I believe that what is in the 
womb is a baby, I would be excited if Roe v. Wade 
were overturned,” he says. “But that is not what I 
spend my time on. What if we could save babies who 
would be aborted ... if we gave help to low income 
women who want to carry their babies to term? They 
really don’t have a choice. The old ways of encourag- 
ing the reduction of abortion, the strident ways, aren’t 
productive.” 

Hunter is opposed to gay marriage yet he believes 
that “honoring human dignity and protecting commit- 
ted relationships” requires recognition of “the basic 
human rights” of gay and lesbian couples. That does- 
n’t settle the gay marriage issue, but it would lead to a 
more -- dare one use the word? -- Christian approach 
to a matter that has bred so much anger. 

I’m not sure Laser will get her wish about ending 
the culture wars. But Americans are so tired of being 
on a political and cultural road to nowhere that her 
hope seems almost realistic.

If you are a scrapbooker who 
takes the time to paste decals 
and stickers and borders around 
your images for personally 
crafted albums, you’re going to 
love this. If you’ve never scrap- 
booked before, you’re really 
going to love this. You can make 
your own published book with 
about an hour’s worth of edit- 
ing, uploading and drag and 
drop designing. 

Here’s the gist of how it 
works with a trial at www.shut- 
terfly.com: 

1. Log in and create an 
account. 

2. Choose the photo book 
category and choose a size and 
theme.

Raiders look to end another skid 
by finally winning AFC West

ALAMEDA — The 
Oakland Raiders snapped 
their 11-game losing streak, 
finally won on the road after 
12 straight losses and even 
have sole possession of first 
place in the AFC West for the 
first time in five years. 

There’s still one more 
major task for the Raiders to 
cross off their list: win a divi- 
sion game for the first time in 
nearly three years. 

They get their chance this 
week when they travel to San 
Diego. Oakland has lost its 
last 15 games against AFC 
West foes, dating to a 25-24 
victory in the snow in Denver 
on Nov. 28, 2004. 

“Its not even something 
you think about,” linebacker 
Kirk Morrison said. “You just 
go out and try to get a win 
regardless of what happens. 
We don’t think about streaks. 
People talked about the road 
streak a couple of weeks ago 


against Miami. We just go out 
and try to win a game and the 
streaks will fall if we execute 
each week.” 

When the Raiders (2-2) 
beat Cleveland on Sept. 23 it 
was their first win since last 
Oct. 29 against Pittsburgh. 
The win at Miami the follow- 
ing week was Oakland’s first 
on the road since Nov. 20, 
2004, at Washington. 

A win at San Diego would 
boost Oakland over .500 this 
late in the season for the first 
time since 2002, when they 
went to the Super Bowl. 

The task for Oakland is 
ending its long skid in the 
division. It’s been so long 
since the Raiders won a divi- 
sion game that their coach the 
last time they did it is the 
same coach they’re going up 
against this week: San Diego’s 
Norv Turner. 

Only 15 of the 53 players 
on Oakland’s active roster 
were with the team when they 
won that game in Denver on 


Jerry Porter’s winning catch 
in the final minutes. 

“It’s something for you 
guys to write about or fans to 
talk about. But we’re here to 
win games no matter who 
they’re against,” receiver 
Ronald Curry said. “It’s a new 
season, and what happened 
last year is last year. 
Definitely what happened the 
last couple of years is over.” 

The Chargers are looking 
for their eighth straight win in 
this rivalry, which would tie 
Kansas City’s current streak 
for the longest ever against the 
Raiders. Oakland has a chance 
to end the Chiefs’ streak the 
following week at home. 

San Diego has beaten Bill 
Callahan once, Turner four 
times and Art Shell twice in 
that streak. The common 
theme has been the Chargers’ 
ability to dominate with the 
running game. With Marty 
Schottenheimer as coach, San 
Diego outgained Oakland 
1,238-507 on the ground 


Much of that success has 
been led by LaDanian 
Tomlinson, who has rushed 
for 944 yards during the 
streak, scored nine touch- 
downs and thrown for two 
more. 

Tomlinson credits much of 
the success to the hatred 
Schottenheimer had of the 
Raiders from all those years 
coaching against them in the 
AFC West. 

“T think it was Marty,” 
Tomlinson said. “I think 
Marty had a mind-set that he 
just didn’t like the Raiders. He 
wanted to try to punish them. 
The common theme was 
Marty Schottenheimer.” 

The Chargers haven’t been 
running the ball nearly as well 
this season under Turner. 
Tomlinson is averaging just 
3.4 yards per carry and has 
only 329 yards rushing after 
five games. 

“Tt doesn’t matter what he’s

Michalek powers Sharks past Chicago 


CHICAGO (AP) — The 
San Jose Sharks had many 
chances against Nikolai 
Khabibulin and the Chicago 
Blackhawks on Wednesday 
night. It took a late power- 
play goal by Milan Michalek, 
however, to finally break 
through. 

Michalek’s second power- 
play goal of the game, with 
3:31 left in the third period, 
snapped a tie and gave the 
Sharks a 2-1 win. 

From the edge or the 
crease, Michalek deflected 
Matt Carle’s shot past 
Khabibulin. The goal gave the 
Sharks their eighth straight 
win over the Blackhawks,

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Group: Housing sales, prices to keep falling in 2008

LOS ANGELES — Housing sales 
and prices will fall further next year 
in California, as unsold homes keep 
piling up and many buyers hold out 
for lower prices, a trade group said 
Wednesday. 

In its 2008 forecast, the California 
Association of Realtors said it 
expected statewide sales of existing 
homes to fall another 9 percent to 
334,500 units. 

Still, the association said that 
would be an improvement over the 
projected drop of 23 percent this 
year, compared to 2006. 

“It’s a moderation in the pace of 
decline, so from that perspective I 
guess it is positive, but we’re certain- 
ly getting to a relatively low level of 
sales,” said Leslie Appleton- Young, 
the association’s chief economist. 

The forecast also calls for the 
median price of a California home to 
decline 4 percent to $553,000, com- 
pared to the group’s projection for 
this year’s median sale price of 
$576,000. 

Stephen Levy, senior economist at 
the Center for Continuing Study of 
the California Economy, had a less 
optimistic outlook. 

He expects prices to drop between 
10 percent and 15 percent overall 
and perhaps more in some markets. 

The association forecast “conveys 


the wrong image to people about 
what’s going to happen in prices in 
their neighborhood from now on,” 
Levy said. 

“It’s going to be more severe. I 
think that’s good. I think it’s better 
for us if we get through the correc- 
tion faster,” he said. 

California’s housing market has 
been stung by declining sales and 
lagging home values, particularly in 
inland areas where developers built 
new homes during the housing 
boom. 

Mortgage lenders, meanwhile, 
have been struggling to find cash in 


the wake of rising delinquencies and 
foreclosures among financially 
strapped borrowers, especially those 
with subprime loans. 

As a result, the mortgage industry 
has tightened lending standards, 
making it harder for homeowners to 
refinance or for new buyers to enter 
the market — exacerbating the slow- 
down in home sales. 

The conditions are likely to persist 
into next year, stifling sales in 
California, the trade group warned. 

“Tighter credit standards, afford- 
ability concerns, and a continued 
standoff between buyers and sellers 


will contribute to continued weak- 
ness in the market going into next 
year,” said Collen Badagliacco, the 
trade group’s president. 

Given the circumstances, home- 
owners contemplating a sale should 
think twice about putting their home 
on the market, said Appleton- Young. 

“For sellers, because inventory is 
so much higher than it was a couple 
of years ago, the advice is don’t list 
your home for sale unless you’re 
really interested in selling your 
house,” Appleton-Young said. 

For would-be homeowners, 2008 
could be the time to jump into the 
market, she said. 

“For buyers who have been wait- 
ing on the sidelines, there’s going to 
be good opportunity for them,” 
Appleton-Young said. “We’re 
expecting to see continuation of a 
good mortgage rate environment.” 

The more affordably priced, 
inland areas of the state, such as the 
Central Valley and the Inland Empire 
east of Los Angeles, will see a more 
pronounced softness in sales, in part 
because of high levels of unsold 
inventory on the market, the group 
said. 

Coastal regions and more pricey 
spots such as the San Francisco Bay, 
areas of San Diego, Los Angeles and 
Orange counties should fare better, 
the association said. 

“There’s tremendous regional dis- 


” 


parities in the state,’ Appleton- 
Young said. “As you look at inland 
areas, where you have a huge supply 
of new housing that is a fairly close 
substitute with the existing housing, 
in those areas the recovery is going 
to take longer. It will happen, but it 
will probably take past 2009 for that 
to show itself.” 

Meanwhile, a coalition of con- 
sumer advocates said Wednesday 
that lenders aren’t doing enough to 
modify loans held by financially 
strapped borrowers in danger of fore- 
closure. 

The California Reinvestment 
Coalition, a collection of nonprofit 
organizations and public agencies 
that advocate for the poor and 
minorities, reached the conclusion 
after a survey of independent 
California mortgage counselors. 

The survey found a majority of 
respondents reported that the most 
common outcome for borrowers 
seeking to modify their loans is 
either foreclosure or a short sale that 
brings less than the balance owed on 
their mortgage. 

The group said it surveyed some 
33 of about 80 mortgage counseling 
agencies in the state that are certified 
by the U.S. Department of Housing 
and Urban Development.

ACLU seeks to prevent forcible drugging of deportees

SANTA ANA — Indonesian 
immigrant Raymond Soeoth 
says he was awaiting deporta- 
tion at an immigration detention 
center when four officers 
stormed into his holding cell, 
wrestled off his pants and 
pinned him down for an injec- 
tion of anti-psychotic drugs. 

Soeoth, an assistant pastor 
and cab driver with no history 
of psychological problems, suf- 
fered extreme dizziness, para- 
noia and sleeplessness for two 
days before the medication 
wore off, he says. 

Attorneys for Soeoth (pro- 
nounced sow-UTH’) and anoth- 
er immigrant filed a motion in 
U.S. District Court in Los 
Angeles on Tuesday urging a 
federal judge to stop the forced 
sedation after learning of a third 
deportee who allegedly was 
injected with anti-psychotic 
drugs at a Santa Ana facility 
two weeks ago. 

The motion is part of an ear- 
lier lawsuit that alleges the 
practice may constitute torture 
and violates both the Bill of 
Rights and federal law regard- 
ing the medical treatment of 
detainees. The suit seeks class- 
action status. 

“Before, I just heard the 
rumors that people can be 
deported and they give them an 
injection, but now it’s come to 
myself. I cannot believe it, but 
they did it to me,” Soeoth said 
in a telephone interview as he 
waited for cab fares at Los 
Angeles International Airport. 
“They treated me like a crimi- 
nal. I just count on my friends in 
the church and we keep praying 
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for them, so that they don’t do 
that to other people.” 

Soeoth fled Indonesia in 
1999 and sought political asy- 
lum. His request was rejected in 
2004, but is being appealed. 

The new court filing comes 
after Senate testimony last 
month revealed that 56 depor- 
tees were given psychotropic 
drugs over a seven-month peri- 
od between Oct. 1, 2006, and 
April 30, 2007. Thirty-three of 
them had no history of psycho- 
logical problems, but were 
given the medicine because of 
“combative behavior,’ Julie 
Myers, assistant secretary of 
homeland security for U.S. 
Immigration and Customs 
Enforcement, said. 
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Drugs are used during depor- 
tation only during extreme 
emergencies, Myers said. In 
non-emergency situations, 
agency policy prohibits invol- 
untarily medicating a deportee 
without a court order, she said. 

Soeoth’s medical records 
show he received an injection 
of Haldol and Cogentin, a med- 
icine given with the anti-psy- 
chotic drug to reduce the facial 
spasms it can cause, said his 
attorney, Ahilan Arulanantham, 
of the American Civil Liberties 
Union. 

“He has no history of vio- 
lence of any kind, no discipli- 
nary problems at all. He didn’t 
resist in any way, whatsoever,” 
said Arulanantham, who added 
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that the ACLU has been unable 
to learn the identities of other 
deportees who may have been 
forcibly sedated. “It’s very, very 
dangerous what they did.” 

“We look at medical sedation 
as an act of last resort and it’s 
rarely used,” Lori Haley, an ICE 
spokeswoman, said 
Wednesday. 

Immigration officials have 
said Soeoth told them he would 
commit suicide if he was 
deported, something which 
Soeoth denies. The 39-year-old 
immigrant, who now lives in 
Fontana, east of Los Angeles, 
said he cooperated with deten- 
tion officials and only asked to 
call his wife to tell her that he 
was being deported. The immi- 


gration officer preparing him 
for the trip said no, he said. 

“He said, ‘Do you need med- 
ication, Raymond?’ And I said, 
‘No, I’m OK, I’m fine,” Soeoth 
said. “I begged them to please 
don’t do it.” 

After the injection, Soeoth 
was driven to Los Angeles 
International Airport but was 
then returned to the detention 
center for reasons that remain 
unclear, said Arulanantham. He 
was released in February 2006 
after 2 1/2 years in detention 
and a judge has since stayed his 
removal while he awaits an 
appeals court decision. 

The second plaintiff in the 
lawsuit, Amadou Lamine 
Diouf, alleges he was forcibly 


injected with psychotropic 
drugs in the aisle of a plane at 
Los Angeles International 
Airport that was to return him to 
his native Senegal. Diouf says 
the agents escorting him gave 
him the injection after he asked 
to speak with the plane’s pilot to 
tell him that he had a judge’s 
order temporarily staying his 
deportation. Diouf had been 
ordered deported for overstay- 
ing a student visa. 

The pilot ordered Diouf and 
the ICE agents off the plane 
after they struggled in the aisles. 
Diouf became very sleepy and 
dizzy and had numbness in his 
legs that made it impossible for 
him to walk, according to court 
papers.

When a play is titled “The 
Underpants” it’s bound to be 
a good time.

Martin used the orig- 
inal play’s premise and 
reworked the script, smooth- 
ing out the harsh edges and 
injecting it with his own 
peculiar brand of playful 
frothiness. 

For all its fun, though, the 
adaptation still manages to 
provide astute commentary 
on the giddiness of sexual 
obsession and the seductive, 
fleeting nature of fame. 

Under the direction of 
Doug Hundley, the Ukiah 
Players Theatre production is 
a delightful confection with a 
bittersweet core. 

Hundley coaxes perfor- 
mances from his cast that are 
not only entertaining but also 
utterly convincing. The direc- 
tor’s understanding of comic 
timing is evident in every 
scene, and the result is a 90- 
minute joyride that flies past 
with the aerodynamic plea- 
sure of a Sunday drive in a 
convertible Porsche.

Martin does gloss 
over the anti-Semitism which, 
in light of the events that 
would soon unravel in 
Germany, could have easily 
formed the spine of his adap- 
tation. He chose instead to 
highlight themes that today’s 
American audiences can 
laugh at with more abandon:

Burger biz on a roll: McDonald’s lengthy surge surprises experts

CHICAGO — It wasn’t so long 
ago that the McDonald’s fast-food 
empire looked as stale as a burger left 
under a heat lamp too long. 

Sales were decreasing, new prod- 
ucts weren’t catching on and 
McDonald’s Corp. was vilified by con- 
sumer activists, nutritionists and others 
as Americans got fatter and fatter. Even 
its seemingly bulletproof stock stag- 
gered to barely $12 a share in 2003. 

Now, thanks to a combination of 
improved menus, better marketing and 
deft management, business is cooking 
like never before. 

The comeback may not be news to 
anyone who has queued up at a 
McDonald’s drive-through recently. 
But the fact that the sales resurgence 
not only continues to sizzle after more 
than four years but has spread interna- 
tionally is a surprise to experts. 

“A couple of years ago everyone 
was down on them,” said Bob Goldin, 
an analyst at Chicago-based food con- 
sultancy Technomic Inc.. “Now it’s 
hard to find people who are really hard 
critics of the company.” 

The latest evidence of the brand’s 
renewed popularity came last month 
when the Oak Brook, IIl.-based com- 
pany said August same-store sales rose 
a stellar 8.1 percent worldwide and 
exceeded the year-earlier total in U.S. 


restaurants for a 53rd straight month. 
Recent product introductions — pre- 
mium coffee, snack wraps and salads 
— all contributed to the domestic 
surge. 

Anti-Americanism over the Iraq 
war hasn’t eaten into global sales, 
either, despite the golden arches’ close 
association with Uncle Sam abroad. 
The increase was 12.4 percent in its 
Asia/Pacific, Middle East and Africa 
restaurants and a noteworthy 6.1 per- 
cent in Europe, where the turnaround 
didn’t take hold until recently. 

“Consumers’ attention span is pret- 
ty short,” said Lakshman 
Krishnamurthi, a marketing professor 
at the Kellogg School of Management 
at Northwestern University. “As long 
as you have a good product that people 
like, people are going to go and eat it.” 

Even shareholder activists have 
gone quiet after having the company 
on the defensive over its lagging stock 
price. Its stock has soared to all-time 
highs above $55 since it announced its 
largest-ever dividend increase Sept. 13 
and pledged to return $15 billion to 
$17 billion to shareholders through 
dividends and share buybacks by the 
end of 2009. 

Targeted in recent years by lawsuits 
claiming its food contributes to child 
obesity, McDonald’s remains vulnera- 
ble on nutritional issues. It took a pub- 
lic skewering from several books and 


movies: “Fast Food Nation,” “Super 
Size Me” and “Chew On This.” 

McDonald’s lagged behind com- 
petitors and has moved slower than 
promised in switching to a cooking oil 
free of artery-clogging trans fat for its 
fries — a change it has yet to complete. 

But industry observers credit it for 
adding healthier products such as 
entree-sized salads, fruit and yogurt 
parfait and grilled chicken sandwiches 
instead of just crispy, as well as apple 
slices and juice for kids. 

“Let’s be honest, their business is 
still driven by burgers, fries and 
cokes,” said Goldin. “But consumers 
have options when they walk into 
those restaurants.” 

Even a public health advocate who 
has called McDonald’s fries nutrition- 
ally “disastrous” and cringes at 
McGriddles breakfast sandwiches has 
grudging praise for the company’s 
changes. “I think McDonald’s has rec- 
ognized that nutrition is a very impor- 
tant issue to parents and others,” said 
Michael Jacobson, executive director 
of the nonprofit Center for Science in 
the Public Interest. “While they’ve 
added some junky foods to their menu, 
they’ve also added some healthier 
foods.” 

McDonald’s also has heavily pro- 
moted its healthier menu choices even 
if salads are far outsold by double 
cheeseburgers. The options lampooned 


in “Super Size Me” are gone, nutri- 
tional information is available on its 
packaging as well as its Web site, and 
McDonald’s has been touting career 
opportunities at the company as a way 
of fighting the derisive “McJob” 
stereotype. 

Those moves may all be clever mar- 
keting, but they’re also a sign of 
McDonald’s increasing responsive- 
ness, according to industry observers. 

“Before they didn’t necessarily 
want to acknowledge criticism,” said 
Morningstar analyst John Owens. 
“Now they’re meeting it head-on. I 
think consumers appreciate that.” 

The McDonald’s executives who 
crafted the turnaround plan in early 
2003 — then-CEO Jim Cantalupo, 
Charlie Bell and Jim Skinner — called 
for a sharper focus on what customers 
wanted, according to spokesman Walt 
Riker. 

The strategy, which also has seen 
McDonald’s slow its international 
buildup, renovate U.S. restaurants and 
stay open later, is still maintained after 
Skinner became chief executive 
November 2004; Cantalupo died of a 
heart attack that April and Bell stepped 
down seven months later as he was 
dying of cancer. 

“The most important thing is to lis- 
ten to our customers,” Riker said. 
“That’s been a significant factor in our 
direction and revitalization.” 


The company listens to its critics, 
too, and has tweaked its environmen- 
tal, animal welfare and nutritional 
practices over the years in response to 
volleys from such groups as 
Greenpeace and People for the Ethical 
Treatment of Animals. 

McDonald’s is currently wooing an 
even more important demographic — 
moms — in its quest to show its com- 
mitment to food quality and nutritional 
balance. A panel of moms visits its 
supplier facilities, restaurant kitchens 
and other sites to learn about its food 
quality. 

Tonia Welling of Bentonville, Ark., 
who serves on the panel, has been won 
over. She says she and her family now 
have their own “Chicken Nuggets, 
Apples and Milk Night” at a local 
McDonald’s. 

“I never would have thought of 
them as someplace to get healthy, fresh 
food,” Welling said Wednesday from 
Swedeboro, N.J., where she was tour- 
ing a McDonald’s produce supplier. “I 
wasn’t aware of how much variety 
they have in what they offer.” 

Joel Whalen, a marketing professor 
at DePaul University, said the 
McDonald’s brand is strong enough to 
suffer through slumps but the company 
has done a good job adding healthier 
options and advertising them loudly 
without straying too far from its burg- 
er-and-fries roots.

10,000 therms, at a cost of 
approximately $2,378.” 

Besides the financial sav- 
ings, closing the pool would 
prevent the Ukiah Dolphins 
swim club from operating, 
said the group’s representa- 
tive, Sharon Hildebrand. 

“We operate year-round,” 
she said. “The Dolphins 
helped pay for the heat. If you 
look at the district’s Wellness 
Policy, it’s supportive of your 
actual goals.” 

According to the group’s 
Web site, the Ukiah Dolphins 
is a nonprofit age-group com- 
petitive swim team and is a 
member club of the Pacific 
League of USA Swimming. 

Cleland said the group, 


which was started in 1954, 
founded its own water polo 
team in 1999. He said if the 
pool were to be closed, the 
Dolphin’s season would be 
over. 

“They have a pretty signif- 
icant winter league,” he said. 
“You have to be in shape. You 
have to be able to practice. 
There’s no other pool in the 
area that would fill the need.” 

After Cleland and 
Hildebrand’s speeches during 
the public comment portion of 
Tuesday’s meeting, 
Superintendent Lois Nash 
said she would look into the 
pair’s concerns. 

“There’s something 
askew,” Cleland said. “All 
they have to do is look at the 
PG&E bills.”

Rash of noose incidents reported across country

ATLANTA In the 
months since nooses dangling 
from a schoolyard tree raised 
racial tensions in Jena, La., 
the frightening symbol of seg- 
regation-era lynchings has 
been turning up around the 
country. 

Nooses were left in a black 
Coast Guard cadet’s bag, at a 
Long Island police station 
locker room, on a Maryland 
college campus, and, just this 
week, on the office door of a 
black professor at Columbia 
University in New York. 

The noose — like the burn- 
ing cross — is a generations- 
old means of instilling racial 
fear. But some experts suspect 
the Jena furor reintroduced 
some bigots to the rope. They 
say the recent incidents might 
also reflect white resentment 
over the protests in Louisiana. 

“Tt certainly looks like it’s 
been a rash of these incidents, 
and presumably, most of them 
are in response to the events in 
Jena,” said Mark Potok of the 
Southern Poverty Law Center, 
which tracks white suprema- 
cists and other hate groups. “I 
would say that as a more gen- 
eral matter, it seems fairly 
clear that noose incidents have 
been on the rise for some 
years.” 

Thousands of demonstra- 
tors, including the Revs. Jesse 
Jackson and Al Sharpton, con- 
verged on Jena on Sept. 20 to 
decry what they called a racist 
double standard in the justice 


system. They protested the 
way six blacks were arrested 
on attempted murder charges 
in the beating of a white stu- 
dent, while three whites were 
suspended but not prosecuted 
for hanging nooses in a tree in 
August 2006. 

The noose evokes the 
lynchings of the Jim Crow 
South and “is a symbol that 
can be deployed with no 
ambiguity. People understand 
exactly what it means,” said 
William Jelani Cobb, a profes- 
sor of black American history 
at Spelman College in Atlanta. 

He said the Jena incident 
demonstrated to some racists 
how offensive the sight of a 
noose can be: “What Jena did 
was reintroduce that symbol 
into the discussion.” 

Though the terror of the 
civil rights era is gone, the 
association between nooses 
and violence — even death — 
remains, Potok said. 

“The noose is replacing the 
burning cross in the mind of 
much of the public as the lead- 
ing symbol of the Klan,” 
Potok said. 

Potok dismissed the idea 
that the placing of a noose 
could be interpreted as a joke, 
even among people born after 
the end of segregation. 

“I think that it’s true that 
most of these kids don’t know 
much about civil rights histo- 
ry,” he said. “But every single 
one of them understands what 
a noose means at the end of 
the day.” 


As word of the Jena case , 


began circulating, reports of 
similar incidents arose. 

In July, a noose was left in 
the bag of a black Coast 
Guard cadet aboard a cutter. A 
noose was found in August on 
the office floor of a white offi- 
cer who had been conducting 
race-relations training in 
response to the incident. 

In early September, a noose 
was discovered at the 
University of Maryland in a 
tree near a building that hous- 


es several black campus 
groups. 
On Sept. 29, a noose 


appeared in the locker room of 
the Hempstead, N.Y., police 
department, which recently 
touted its efforts to recruit 
minorities. 

On Oct. 2, a noose was 
seen hanging on a utility pole 
at the Anniston Army Depot in 
Alabama. 

Last week, the president of 
historically black Grambling 
State University in Louisiana 
announced he would seek 
sanctions against five teachers 
who participated in a lesson 


on race relations that included 
placing a noose around the 
neck of a child at a mostly 
black, on-campus elementary 
school. 

The Columbia incident 
involved a black professor of 
psychology and education, 
Madonna Constantine, who 
teaches a class on racial jus- 
tice. The Columbia investiga- 
tion also follows the arrest on 
Sunday of a white woman on 
hate-crime charges alleging 
she hung a noose over a tree 
limb and threatened a black 
family living next door in 
New York City.
